579 balloon j 
trips and participation in 36 balloon 
races. 
His firm has for years m an u ­ 
factured balloons and dirigibles and 
supplied m any to the governm ent in 
the world war. 
"I am a balloon pilot," said Captain 
Honeywell, “but not an aviator. 
The 
aeronautic gam e is so big th a t it can- 
ont be covered in a 30 m inutes talk. 
There is quite a distinction between 
aviation 
and 
aeronautics. 
Aviation 
applies to heavier than air flying, and 
aeronautics to lighter than air.” 
Captain Honeywell seated th a t b i t - 
loaning is more of ah international 
sport than aviation, for eight or nine 
nations compete in ballpen races an t 
every race carries its full quotas of 
thrills. 
The balloon is the foundation 
for the dirigible. 
Every aviator, said 
the captain, should have glider experi 
cnce so as to take full advantage of 
air currents. 
One of the most interesting races in 
which the captain was a contestant 
occurred in the Gordon-Bennett ba 
loon race startin g a t Stuttgart, Ger­ 
many.

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An Object Lesson foe Minnesota 


E v e r y member of the Minnesota Legislature should take no­ 
tice of the Cleveland Press incident this week, because it points a 
moral for this state. 
The editor and chief editorial writer of the 
Cleveland Press, as pointed out by the St. Paul Pioneer Press, 
have been sentenced to 30 days in jail and $500 fine each for an 
editorial criticizing a local judge. 
It seems that gambling syndicates are attempting to evade the 
Ohio betting laws at the Thistledown race track by the familiar 
expedient of calling the bets by the name of “contributions.” 
Judge Walther issued an injunction restraining the sheriff from 
interfering with this gambling system. 
The Cleveland Press de­ 
nounced the injunction and said that Judge Walther was a “dupe 
of the betting interests.” Judge Walther cited the editor and edi­ 
torial writer for contempt and then, passing on his own charges, 
imposed sentences of imprisonment and fines. 
Judge Walther’s injunction may have been well based, hut the 
point is that whether right or wrong, if this affair had taken place 
in Minnesota, he would not have been restricted to punishing the 
editor. He could have suppressed the newspaper itself under the 
so-called scandal sheet law enacted by the 1925 Legislature. 
That 
law empowers any one judge in Minnesota to determine the life or 
death of a newspaper which may have offended him. 
The last 
Legislature professed not to see any danger to freedom of the 
press in giving such power to a public official to gag public opinion. 
The Cleveland case furnishes a striking object lesson of what 
could happen if an unscrupulous judge wished to stifle criticism.

This statem ent calling upon veterans 
I to apply for their av justed compensa­ 
tion certificates before it is too late 
was m ade tocay by A rthur Hag berg, 
com m ander of The American Legion 
here, who added: “In one of the great­ 
est legislative endeavors in its history, 
The A m erican Legion obtained enact­ 
ment of the Adjusted Compensation 
act 
benefiting all 
veterans 
of 
the 
World war. 
The law became effective 
May 19, 1924, which allowed ample 
time for all veterans to take advant­ 
age of tho offer. 
“This Legion measure provided for 
adjustm ent in pay for veterans of the 
World w ar of $1 for each day of home 
service and $1.25 for each duy of over­ 
seas service between the dates of Ap' ii 
5, 1917, and July I, 1919. 
No credit 
was allowed for .sixty days of service 
or less and if the sum was less then 
$50 it was paid to the veteran imme­ 
diately in cash. 
The Adjusted Com­ 
pensation Certificates resemble very 
much an endowment insurance policy 
and are payable at the end of twenty 
years after issuance. 
They have a 
cash loan value after the second year 
that 
increases 
annually. 
Regional 
offices of the United States Veteran 
bureau loan on the certificate to the 
veterans. 
“The Legion learned that m any v e t­ 
erans had failed to take advantage )f 
this Federal bonus when the closing 
day for filing under the original act 
arrived. 
For the benefit of t h e tai d e 
ones, the Legion obtained an am end­ 
ment to the World wa? Adjusted Com­ 
pensation Act effective December 
1927, which extended lite lune in which 
veterans might apply to Jan u ary 2. 
1930. 
The closing date for application 
is again approaching and it seems im ­ 
probable that the time limit will be 
extended beyond January. 1930. 
“Some sad eases of veterans who, 
through carelessness, failed to apply 
for adjusted compensation have been 
called to the Legion.

Use of hydroplanes in fighting forest 
fires is considered 
obsolete 
in

opinion of the State F orestry D epart­ 
ment, more adequate m eans of protec­ 
tion being afforded by the system of 
watch towers, O. R. Levin, departm ent 
supervisor on a inspection tour here 
today said. 
Mr. Levin stated that even in Can­ 
ada where the hydroplane is employed 
as a m eans of defense against the for­ 
est fire the governm ent is gradually 
diminishing the force of planes and 
building watch towers. 
“W atch towers serve a better pur­ 
pose than hydroplanes in that 
the 
patrolm an is stationed at the one locu­ 
tion and can thereby detect fires con­ 
siderably earlier than with a plan-* 
which would be over one section only 
for a short time,” he said. 
Mr. Levin said that while there were 
equally as many fires this year as last 
the am ount of dam age was not as 
great. 
He attributed tIris saving to 
M innesota’s forests to the increased 
patrol force and the construction of 
new lookout towers.
